Kobbed tlie Safe. 


The robber's only words with Moore 


were: "It's money I'm after, you d

Moore was 


aken wholly by surprise, and as the 
robber had taken his revolver, had to give 
up the key of the safe. The robber then 
opened the safe, took out all the money it 
contained and jumped off the train, hav- 
ng flrst given a signal to tho engineer to 
slow down. 
When he was ready to jump

ahead, and then jumped and started in a

direction. 
The robber was 


masked and the messenger was unable to 
jive any accurate description of him.
